»201ght unto Juſtice foꝛ their ſaid offences, which hatb been chiefly 
occatione? as (Cle are int32med ) by means of dibers of che Inhabi⸗ 
fanzs et fie Cauntrep who habe complied with ſuch malekactozs, 
eicher oy declining to reſiſt, oz purlue them, 02 by other of their Re- 
jations and Bin);ed who have concealed, and ſecretly relieved and 
ſutcoured them, oꝛ by ſame Popifh Pꝛieſts, who have wholly negle- 
ted io make diſcoderirs or them to the nert MHagiſtrates o: Dfficers 
inthe reſpectibe Counties, Garriſons, and Pariſhes weicher they 
relozted. which Cas weare crediblp infoꝛmed) the Popiſh pꝛetended

they had minded, Aaancended the peace and quiere o the celpec cave pa. 
riſhes and places wherein they libe, 92 pielbed that due obebience wins 
ta hig Pajeties Laws which in duty they ought.

means to pꝛevent the turtiergrovuthotfogreata miſchief, LE. 

And thercio2? (Cle do hereby think ut. and accbedinglp o2der, that 
the Aindꝛed and ntareſt relations (that i8toſay) the wives, father s, 
mothers, bꝛother g, and [ons of ſuch perſong as are known Toꝛies, 
and are out upon their keeping, o2ſhail at any time hercafter become 
Toꝛieg. and go out upon their teeping in any the Counties ofthis 
21ngdom be kozthwith ſetzev upon, and committed to cloſe p2iſon in 
the Common Goal of ſuch County where they do reſide, oꝛ ſhall be ap- 
pzehended, there to remain until ſuch Toꝛp oꝛ perſon, who is out up- 
on his Keeping, and to wbomthep are lo related ſhall be either killed 
oꝛ taken ſo as ta be bꝛaught to Juſtice, and alſa that where there is 
any popiſh pꝛetended Pariſh. pꝛieſt ot any plate wherein any Lobbery, 
Burglary 02 murther ſhall be hercakter committed by any ſuch Lo- 
ries 9? perſons wha are out upon their keeping, fuch Popiſh-pielt 
ſhall be ailo ſei3cd upon and committed to cloſe pꝛiſon in the common 
Goal of ſuch County wherein ſuch pariſh doth lye, and ſhall de rom 
cence tranlpoꝛted veyond the Seas, unleſs within Fourteen dapes 
after fluch Bovbery.Burglarp 22 murther, the perſons who are guil- 
ty thereofſhall be eſther killed oꝛ taken, oꝛ ſuchdiſcoverp made with- 
in that timt, as that ſuch Dftendcrs map be thereupon appꝛehended 
and brought unto Zuſtice. 

And le do hereby require the ſeberal Sheritks and Juſtices ok 
Peate ot the reſpective Counties in this Kingdom, to take care that 
theſe Dur Tommamds he ſtrictly and duly executed, and alſo that the 
2 aws and Statuteg this Bingtom, and the Pꝛoclamattons fo2- 
mirly iſſned from ihis Board concerning the liceping of Tlatches, and 
ralſing the Hus and Trp de dulp executed and perkozmed. And all Di- 
ticergs and @onilierstt his chafeitieg Army, and ofthe Militia inthis 
Bingdam, and allecher B13 Majeſties Ofticers, and other ſubjetts 
whafloeber are berehp allo requfred to uſe their utmoſt endeabdors 
fo? the kaking and appꝛebending all ſuch Totes & Robbers, as they 
will anſwer ehe condraep at their utmeſt pertl
